A Patterson, New Jersey 
man, who Columbus police 
narcotics officers accuse of 
being in possession of 41

James Rodney Hopes,. 38, 
who is charged with aggra- 
vated drug trafficking, was 
being held June 10 ip the 
County Jail on a $500,000-cash 
or surety bond. : 

Hopes’ arrest capped a 
follow-up investigation by 
police into a local drug 
operation. 

Hopes has been scheduled 
for a preliminary hearing June 
16:in Municipal Court. 

Hopes, described by narcot- 
ics officers as a “drug courier” 
was on his way to’: Columbus 
from Newark, N.J., and has 
connection with four people 
arrested and charged June 4 
during a drug raid on the East- 
side, according to Narcotics 
Squad Lt. John Tilley. 

On June 4, Bennie Danner, 
49, his 19-year-old son, and 
two others were arrested and 
charged inside 2160 Pepper St. 
Danner rented the home for the

operation, police said. 

Narcotics officers used a 
power saw to. cut through iron 
bars in Danner’s. front door. 
Sgt. Nick Panzera said officers 
saw Danner throw what they 
believe to be cocaine in a vat of 
water as police broke through 
the iron bars during the 3:30 
p.m. raid. 

Police confiscated an ounce 
of heroin and about six ounces 


of cocaine, estimated at- 


$26,000. Panzera said Danner 
is a “top-of-the-line violator.” 

Police seized the cocaine 
and heroin as well as seven 
guns and $10,000 in cash from 
a rear addition to the Pepper 
Street house. 

Those arrested and charged 
in the Eastside drug raid were: 
Danner's son, Nick, 19, of 853 
Byron Ave.; Larry Gibbs, 40, of 
716 Wilson Ave., and Portia 
Walker, 43, of 1327 Fair Ave. 

All three have been sche- 
duled for a preliminary hearing 
June 13 in the Municipal Court. 
The elder Danner was being 
held Tuesday in the County 
Jail on a $50,000 cash or surety 
bond, while his son was in cus- 
tody in lieu of a $10,000 cash or 
surety bond.

The life of Dr. Martin Luther 
King is asaga ofthe awakening 
of a people in the 1950s and 
1960s. A multi-media exhibit, 
sponsored by McDonald's Res- 
taurants, which places Dr. King 
in the context of that historic 
ferment will be at the Ohio His- 
torical Society from June 16 to 
June 27.

Every year one-half million 
babies are born to teenagers.: 
The births nearly equal the popu- 
lation of Cleveland oy Columbus, 
Ohio. 

Most of these teenage mothers 
fail to complete high schoo! and 
eventually become another 
burden on taxpayers. Many of 
these children get little prenatal 
care. Their babies are smaller 
and develop slower. The delivery 
Costs are most often paid by the 
government. 

Lacking the skills to get a job, 
these teenagers face a bleak 
future and a lifetime of public 
assistance. Children are having 
children who are prime candi- 
dates to continue the cycle. 

This cycle can and must be 
broken. Teenage pregnancy can 
be prevented. Adults and educa- 
tion are the key. 


Teens must be made aware of. 
the promises of the future; a 
future they should be unwilling 
to risk in a careless moment of 
self gratification and passion. 

The message must be con- 
veyed by parents, educators, 
civic and political leaders that 
teen sex is not a desirable 
activity.

Journalist, advocate for 
Blacks, political activist-- 
Lipwellyn A. “Jack” Coles did it 
al] in his more than 50 years on 
the frontline of issues. At the time 
ot his death at 78, of a heart 
attack, he could be said to be 
one of the early examples of a 
Black being placed at the highest 
levels of power within the state's 
political-structure. 

Jack Coles was, first and fore- 
most, a newspaperman. He was 
one of the first Black graduates 
of the Ohio State University 
School of Journalism, and as 
such, was one of the early breed 
ot trained Black journalists. He 
built his own newspaper, The 
Ohio State News, into a state- 
Wide force by the time it was 
forced to close in 1950. 

As a confidant of former Gov. 
James Rhodes, he was near the 
cénter of power for 40 years, 


and female teenagers. 
The conquests of their son 
cannot be accepted, and in some 


cases glorified, while the daugh- , 
ter is admonished to be chaste. It 
takes both to make a baby and a 
good case can be made that boys 
are the sexual aggressors in 99 
and 9/10’'s of the incidents of 


. teen sexual activity. 


When boys tell giris, “if you 
love me you will,” girls have a 
responsibility to answer, “if you 
love me, you won't ask.” 

Parents also have a responsi- 
bility to monitor the cultural- 
mores that influence their child’s 
behavior. What other ethnic 
group would allow their children 
to glorify sexually explicit 
records and give them money to 
purchase some of the vilest, 
demeaning dribble ever re- 
corded? 

Why allow a group of semi- 
illiterate young men and women 
to corrupt the morals of their 
children in the name of rapping 
on the radig? Parents can shut 
out that which corrupts. 

Teenager pregnancy is a 
tough, many faceted problem, | 
with no easy answers. But right 
now adults, particularly parents, 
are the best contraceptives 
available.

going all the way back to Rhodes’ 


tenure as mayor of Columbus. 
Indeed, he. was a key political 
figure in an era when Blacks 
were like children in politics--’ 
expected to be seen, and not 
heard. Coles, as former CALL & 
POST columnist John Combs 
said, “was no Uncle Tom,” and 
fought within the Rhodes’ admin- 
istration for the hiring of more 
Blacks in key positions of power. 

Coles reached a rarified level 
that few can attain--a seat close 
to the center of power in a gover- 
nor’s administration. As such, he 
utilized that seat to help benefit 
Black people, which is what is to 
be expected of Black leaders of 
whatever party. 

It is for this we applaud the 
efforts of Jack Coles, and send 
our condolences to his family 
and friends at the loss of a distin- 
guished Ohioan.

The United Negro College 
Fund began as the dream of a 
Black president of Tuskegee 
Institute, Dr. Frederick Patter- 
son, in the 1940s. Concerned 
about the financial plight of his 
institution, Patterson could see 
the conditions in his fellow Black 
private colleges, and believed 
that a collective effort of all the 
schools to raise funds would be 
beneficial. 

Now, more than 40 years after 
that initial idea, its wisdom has 
heen nroven. Last year’s UNCF 
" anive raised over $30 million to 
agsist the 42-member-schools, 
ahs of which--Wilberforce 
Uhiversity--is in Ohio. 

‘These Black schools are fac- 
ing daunting challenges. 
Approximately 75 percent of 
their students come from fami- 
lies earning $10,000 a year or 
less. More than 90 percent of 
their students need financial 
agsistance to remain in schook 

In addition, many of their stu- 
dents, coming from inner-city 


school systems,: need remedia- 
tion to confront the college work 
they are expected to perform in 
order to graduate. 

Yet, the UNCF schools-- 
because of their undying com- 
mitment to the education. of 
Black children--produce engi- 
neers, scientists, accountants, 
and other productive members 
of the American work force. 
More than 20 percent of their 
graduates go on to study at the 
best graduate schools in the 
nation. 


And, noted Black leaders such : 


as Dr. Martin Luther King, Julian 
Bond, and Maynard Jackson are 
counted as their alumni. 

The Fund has a slogan: “A 
mind is a terrible thing to waste.” 
Each of us must take responsibil- 
ity to ensure that every one of us 
has an opportunity to help all of 
us.

Black racism 


Being born Black in America gives 
most of us an excellent opportunity to 
learn the painful lesson of prejudice, as 
it is taught in “The-School-of-Hard- 
Knocks”. Often, long before our 18th 
birthday we've become seasoned vete- 
rans, and unwilling experts on its effect. 

We learn to identify prejudice with 
White America, and vie it as a social 
sickness, targeted towards minorities, 
but isolated within white culture. There- 
fore, the very idea that Black-on-Black 
prejudice could develop in our society is 
too hard to believe. However, a growing 
number of southern-born Blacks have 
noticed some disturbing comments 


» directed at them by young Black adults, 


and teenagers, born in. the. northern 
states. 


“At first | ignored the comments that 
Blacks in the South live like the Hillbil- 
lies. After all, it wasn't anything | had to 
confront on a daily basis. After a while, | 
got tired of putting up with it,” said 
Renee Ferguson a Kent State University 
student. Miss Ferguson is from Merritt 


Island, Florida. 

She said, “a good portion of the tee- 
nagers, and young adults, in the Black 
tommunity here have developed the 
idea that Blacke in the south live in 
backward plantation like society.” 

“Occasionally, I'm asked if this song, 
or that fasion, has made it down South 
yet. According to these self appointed 
experts, southern-born Blacks are 
behind the times in- practically 
evervthina.” ' j 

It really hurts me to see some of our 
future leaders looking down their noses 
at their own people.” 

This strange phenomenon appear 
only to affect younger Blacks.

As a Black Republican, Coles 
ran a newspaper, The Ohio State 
NEWS, which Combs considered 

“a h--l of a good newspaper.” 
The Ohio State NEWS was the 
fighting voice of the old Van- 


guard League and the NAACP; 
among its victories was. the 
change, in Columbus, of the city 
schools’ policy of refusing to 
permit married women to teach in 
the public schools. 
At the time when Coles was 

- coming into power through his 
newspaper, the distinctions 
between Black Republicans and 
Democrats were not nearly so 
sharp as they are today. Black

tially the same political agenda as 
Black Democrats--putting more 
Blacks into key positions and 
eliminating the discrimination 
which so often held Blacks down. 
Indeed, according to a recent 
story in the Washington Post, as 
recently as 1960, 32 percent of all 
Blacks voted for Richard Nixon. 
However, the percentage of 
Blacks voting for the Republican 
presidential candidate dropped 
sharply to 6 percent in 1964--with 


the shift to the right of the Repub- 
lican party--and has not gone 
above 15 percent since. 

Coles was regarded as close, 
both personally and profession- 
ally, to Jim Rhodes. “When 
Rhodes was elected governor,” 
Combs recalled, “at his first press 
conference, he said, “we are 
going to have Negro employees 
throughout state government, in 
every department and in the gov- 
ernor’s office,” and he named 
Coles as his administrative 
assistant. 

Later, he appointed Coles to 
the Industrial Commission, where 
he-served_until_he was replaced 
by a Black Democrat, Marguerite 
Neal, in the Gilligan 
administration. 

Despite his relationship to 
‘Rhodes, Combs said, “Coles was 
no Uncle Tom.” Combs was 
reminded of the efforts both he 
and Coles made to replacé 
former Adjutant General of the 
National Guard, Sylvester Del 
Corso. 

“One of us asked Del Corso, 
when are some Negroes going to 
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get in the National Guard,” 
Combs reminisced. “He gave us 
some cock and bull story that all 
the units were full.” Later, they 
took the matter to Rhodes, who 
defended Del Corso. But within 
months of the meeting, Del Cor- 
so's National Guard would fire 


into a crowd at Kent State, killing. _~ 


four white students on the eve of” 
Rhodes’ Senate primary election 
against Robert Taft. 


Coies was a representative of a 


bygone era of Black Republican- 
ism. Most of his contemporar- 
ies, while still active in Republi- 
can circles, are in their 70s and 
80s today. And ail of these fead- 
ers have their ties almost exclu- 
sively to James A. Rhodes; as 
Combs noted, “Rhodes saw 
something in Blacks in the 
(Republican) party that other pol- 
iticians didn't.”

Davis-Bacon: Premised To Impede Black Socioeconomic Progress

New reports on Black America's 
sdcioeconomic progress have 
evalved.into nothing more than a 
depressant to young blacks’ 
upward mobility zeal. The latest 
report reveals that black families 
earn only 56 percent of the white 
tamilles's income. Is this huge 


income chasm really the results of 


the demise of the traditional black 
family as some have suggested? 
The 1964 Civil Rights Act and 
the 1965 Voting Rights Act have 
fostered black opportunities in 
both political and civil rights are- 


nas. But there are still offsprings of 
the infamous 1896 Supreme Court 
Plessy vs. Ferguson ruling, 
“Separate But Equal” that remain 
counterpoised to Black America 
gaining. economic parity with 
Mainstream America. 


In an article entitled, “Costly, 
Archaic Davis-Bacon Wage Law 


Lingers On”, in the April issue of 
Washington Watch: The Com- 
merce reveals that the Davis- 
Bacon Law was premised on 
preventing unemployed blacks 
from effectively competing for 


jobs. 

“Davis-Bacon was based on a 
premise of racial discrimination,” 
writes Lamp. “Enacted in 1931, it 
was originally intended to protect 
local workers from having their 
wages driven down by competi- 


tion from unemployed black ° 


workers who were then being 
hired for federal construction 
projects.” 


Lamp offered an example to 
highlight how the Davis-Bacon 
Law is administered.

The recent Supreme Court 
decision on affirmative action 
Wygant v. Jackson Board of

Thejustices 
invalidated an affirmative 
action plan in Jackson, Mich., 
that called for laying off white 
teachers with tenure in order to 
preserve.cthe jobs: of non- 
whites who were still on 
probation. 

In 80 doing, the Court issued 
five separate opinions, and 
raised issues that went beyond 
the particulars of the case and 
touched on other aspects of 
affitmative action. Sifting 
through the torrent of legal 
‘opinions, opponents and 
proponents of affirmative 
action both cautiously claimed 

a: measured victory. 

“This much is clear. It appears 
a majority of the justices 
would, in some cases, support 
the ue of goals and timetables 
in hiring if this remedy were 
necessary to correct past dis- 
crimination, and would reject 
the Reagan Administration's 
position that affirmative action 
can be used to help only the 
actual victims of discrimina- 
tion and not a class. 

It is also clear that the recent 
decision will do little to dis- 
courage the Justice Depart- 
ment from interpreting affirma- 
tive action in a narrow way by 
rejecting the concept of broad 
societal discrimination as a 
criterion. The court will decide 
two more employment discrim- 
ination cases this term, and its 
decisions will, it is hoped, 
further clarify the issue. 

As the court deliberates on 
the constitutionality of specific 
affirthative action plans, the 
ae itself continues to be 
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eroded by the Reagan Admin- 
istration. For example, the 
Equal Employment Opportun- 
ity Commission, without a vote 
or public announcement, has 
abandoned the use of hiring 
goals and time-tables in set- 
tlements.with private employ- 
ers accused of race or-sex dis- 
crimination.

In one of his final moves 
before going to iréfand on a 


. three-week vacation, Colum- 


bus public school superin- 
tendent James Hyre, with the 
approval of the school board, 
named former South High 
School student and East High 
School teacher Henry Scott as 
principal at East High School. 
And Ed Willis is irate about it. 

Overlooked by the superin-’ 
tendent was Dr. Thomas Simp- 
son, the assistant principal at 
East High School. Simpson, 
however, was promoted to 
become principal at Buckeye 
Middle School. 

“I'm a little upset about it,” 
Willis, the former East High 
School principal said. “Is (this) 
in the best interest of the kids?” 

Simpson, Willis argued, has 
been at East High School for 15 
years as an administrator, 
including the last seven years 
as assistant to Willis. He is also 
the possessor of an earned 
doctorate, Willis noted. 

But his best qualification, to 
Willis, is “he gets along well 
with the kids. He gets along

better than anyone else I’ve 
ever seen. It’s a God-given 
talent.” 

However, according to Wil- 
lis, Simpson’s appointment to 
East was opposed by some 
Black adminsitrators, adding, 
“most of the people who have 
passed judgment on Tom 
Simpson have never worked 
five minutes with him.” 

Willis said that charges had 
been made that Simpson did 
not get along well with staff. 
However, he argued that some 


of that criticism came from 
“white teachers (who) don’t 
like to take orders from Black 


“However, he’s no hand- 
‘kerchief-head, and | love him 
for it.’ 

Willis added that “(Simpson) 
would have had the job two 
months ago if some of these 
handkerchief-heads hadn't 
fought it,” referring to the 
Black administrators who 
allegedly had opposed Simp- 
son’s appointment. 

Appointed instead was 
Henry Scott, a 1963 graduate 
of South High School who has 
been a teacher in the Colum- 
bus public schools since 1967. 
Scott was appointed assistant 
principal at Starling Middle 
School in 1978; moved to Lin- 
moor Middle School as an 
assistant in 1982; and became 
assistant principal at Linden- 
McKinely High School in 1984. 

Many rumors had swirled 
around the school system after 
Willis announced in April that 
he was retiring after 30 years 
with the Columbus Public 
Schools, including 15 as prin- 
cipal at East High School.
